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Interview Summary 

Applicant's main point was that the invention is an "assembler" not a "compiler". The Koblenz 
reference explicitly states "compiler phase" and does not explicitly mention an assembler. 
With Applicant's distinction that their invention is only directed toward an assembler. 
Examiner agreed that under a strict view of U.S.C. § 102, the reference is not explicit to 
"assembler code" (claim 1). The Examiner stated it would be more appropriate to be written as a 
rejection under U.S.C. § 103. With the interpretation of being able to read a compiler eliminated 
from the prosecution, the Examiner agreed to write a non final action with this agreement. 

The Examiner mentioned the college text book (Red Dragon) and specifically the 
Cousins of Compilers section. Furthermore, the Examiner mentioned techniques applied to 
compilers do apply to assemblers. The section the Examiner was referencing is provided. As is 
Chapter 6 of Intel's Itanium technology. Chapter 6 covers the Itanium Compiler. This too is 
included in the Applicant's argument, that their invention does not include compilers. 

Claims 5 and 6 were discussed. Applicant is to provide more detail on the limitation "odd 
length connecting the registers adjacent to each other having the same color." in the response.
